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‘Hit-Run’ Law 
Due Monday 


A new Ohio law aimed at re­ 
ducing the frequency of "hit and 
run 
accidents and also assuring 
that needed information is avail­ 
able to anyone involved in a traf­ 
fic mishap will become effective 
Monday, H. Jud English, assis­ 
tant manager of the Columbiana 
County Motor Club, reminded to­ 
day. 
Motorists will be required to 
remain at the scene until they 
have given the name and address 
of both the driver and the owner 
of the car, plus the license num­ 
ber, “to any person injured . . . 
or to the operator, occupant, own­ 
er or attendant” of any vehicles 
damaged "or to any police offi­ 
cer.” 
In case an injured party is un­ 
able to record the information, 
the motorist, must contact police 
and give the same information, 
then remain at the scene until 
an officer arrives, unless he also 
is removed for treatment of in­ 
juries. 
Motorists colliding with an un­ 
occupied vehicle must give the 
aa me information in a note affixed 
lo the damaged vehicle. 
Previously, the law had re­ 
quired that the same informa­ 
tion be given but only “upon re­ 
quest” of an injured person or 
others involved.

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Ohio Needs Welfare Overhaul **£ 


For the next three months. 14 state legis­ 
lators will be trying to agree on a plan 
to overhaul Ohio's chaotic public welfare 
structure. 
The legislators, have their work cut out for 
them. It won’t be an easy task. It was some­ 
thing the General Assembly couldn’t do dur­ 
ing its six-month session. 
Six members of the interim study group 
have the advantage of having served on the 
House Public Welfare Committee during con­ 
sideration of two omnibus welfare bills. 
Neither got out of committee because of 
some controversial sections in each 


BUT THE BILLS provide a starting point 
for the study. The groundwork has teen 
laid for consolidating some programs and 
for revising financing 
and 
administrative 
functions. 
The study will cover poor relief, aid to the 
blind, aid to disabled, aid to dependent chil­ 
dren (ADC) and a program not yet in ef­ 
fect in Ohio, aid to dependent children of 
the unemployed (ADCU). The ADCU pro­ 
gram is financed entirely by federal funds 
and could reduce local relief costs consid­ 
erably. 
The need for legislation to unsnarl the 
welfare programs is clear. 
An indication of what confusion is doing 


Dayton Votes 


Dayton voters have spoken loudly. Bv a 
margin of more than 6-1 at an election they 
rejected a proposal to go back to a partisan 
government with a mayor as executive and 
decided to retain their city manager form of 
government. 
Dayton was the first in Ohio to adopt 
this efficient form of municipal government. 
It was the first big city in the nation to do 


ho. That was exactly 50 years ago. after 
the 1913 flood wrought havoc at Dayton 
During the ensuing half century Dayton 
has won a reputation as one of Ohio’s most 
progressive cities. 'Hie city manager idea 
has spread to many other American mu 
ninpalities. 
Dayton's municipal policy is decided by a 
five-member city commission 
elected 
at 
large on a nonpartisan basis, which func­ 
tions like a city council to enact legislation 
and appropriate money 
The 
commission 
hires a city manager with professional ex 
penenee who is the municipal executive, lf 
he doesn’t do a good job, the commission 
can fire him at any time. the citizens don't 
have to wait until the nexl election to get 
nd of inefficiency

His department conducted a spot check 
and found that 75 per cent of the payments 
for aid to dependent children are in error. 
That program costs Ohio $50 million a year 
and White estimated $1 million a year is 
being doled out in overpayments. 
To help solve that situation, White laid 
plans for setting up district welfare offices 
in Canton and four other major cities. 
The Canton office, headed by former Stark 
County Welfare 
Director 
Richard 
Wood, 
along with the other four, will be charged 
with keeping a dose check on state pay­ 
ments for ADC, aid to the blind, poor relief. 
aid to the disabled and aid for the aged. 


PUBLIC WELFARE in Ohio has been a 
hodge-podge program too long. If one branch 
of this huge program is costing $1 million a 
year too much, it is reasonable to assume 
taxpayers are footing needless costs for 
the other branches. 
ll is reassuring to know that the problem 
is under scrutiny. The study committee’s 
report is due in time for possible consid­ 
eration by the legislature when it returns to 
Columbus Dec. 2. 
We hope the study will lead to legislation 
lhat will unscramble the hodge-podge.

The news item didn’t make 
many front pages but it contains 
the key to what’a going on be­ 
hind the Iron Curtain and tells 
more about the danger of war 
than do the hackneyed phrases of 
the treaty on nuclear testing. The 
dispatch says: 
“The Soviet Union took the first 
concrete step towards a planned 
reform of information media to­ 
day by setting up a state com­ 
mittee for the press with a little- 
known Communist official at its 
head. 
“The plan to tighten control 
over 
Russian 
newspapers 
and 
publishing houses has been in the 
works for several months. It was 
formally announced during the 
ideology conference of the Soviet 
Communist party Central Com­ 
mittee in June. 
“The announcement of the new 
state committee was made in two 
paragraphs in the government 
newspaper Izvestia, edited by Pre­ 
mier Nikita Khrushchev’s son-in- 
law, Alexei Adzhubei . . . 
“The June Central Committee 
meeting cm ideology described the 
Russian press, radio, television 
and cinema as ‘the assault forces 
of the ideological front.’ . . . 
“Under the reform plans, Mos­ 
cow’s 30 national and local news­ 
papers were expected to be cut 
down sharply with the liquidation 
of specialized newspapers 
But 
the Izvestia announcement gave 
no indication whether this plan 
would be carried out. 
ll 
was 
expected the new state commit­ 
tee on the press would concern 
itself with raising the ideological 
content of Soviet newspapers and 


inculcating Russian leaders with 
Marxist-Leninist philosophy.” 


IT SO HAPPENS that state 
committees for radio, television 
and the movies have been func­ 
tioning in Russia for some time. 
The addition of a state committee 
for the press, which has just been 
announced, merely completes the 
process of concentrated control 
of 
all 
communications 
media 
throughout the Soviet Union. 
Thus, a nation of 200 million 
people, as well as the peoples in 
the other Communist-held coun­ 
tries in Eastern Europe, not only 
will continue to be deprived of 
much of the news of the rest of 
the world but will be given heavy 
doses of Communist ideology ev­ 
ery day in a massive “brain­ 
washing” of the public. 
With only one political party 
permitted to have names on the 
ballot and with elections more or 
less perfunctory affairs, the dic­ 
tatorship which holds sway in 
Moscow can at any moment per 
suade the people that the West 
is planning a war, that it’s ag­ 
gressive and may launch a sur­ 
prise attack, and that hence the 
duty of the Soviets is to strike 
the “first blow.” 
This is the heart of the peace- 
or-war issue, and no amount of 
treaty 
making 
to 
prevent 
a 
world conflict will be of avail 
if there is no free communica­ 
tion continuously between the peo­ 
ples of the East and the West. 


TO DRAW the Iron Curtain 
tighter than before and to erect 
walls and barriers to the flow 
of truth is to threaten world 
peace and ta relegate to a posi­ 
tion 
of 
unimportance 
all 
the 
agreements about nuclear testing 
in the air and in (Kiter space 
and underwater. 
Because there is mutual dis­ 
trust, both the East and the West 
will continue testing underground 
and will build bigger and deadlier 
missiles. 
The truism that dictators and 
not people make wars has long 
been obvious. That’s why the sad 
news which has just come from 
Moscow is worthy of the atten­ 
tion of free peoples everywhere-- 
apparently suppression of truth is 
to be carried on even more com­ 
prehensively than before. 
There is in this little cause for 
rejoicing about a "victory for 
mankind.” The intensification of 
the censorship inside Russia and 
the second anniversary of the 
building of the Berlin Wall cer­ 
tainly give symbolic emphasis to 
the fact that 
Western govern 
ments have failed to speak out 
forthrightly for the cause of hu­ 
man freedom.

Nothing May Conic Of ll

WASHINGTON 
If you carry your heart in your 
wallet and it skipped a beat at 
the news from the House, relax. 
Nothing may come of it. 
The House Ways and Means 
Committee Wednesday finally ap­ 
proved a cut rn individual and 
corporate income taxes, starting 
in part next Jan. I. 


But already some congressional 
leaders are examining an em­ 
balming needle, just in case. 
The tax-cut action was a sudden 
burst of energy from a committee 
which has been jxondenng the bill 
since lYesident Kennedy first of­ 
fered it Jan. 24. 


At that time he also asked Con­ 
gress for broad tax reforms. He 
wanted the cuts and the reforms 
to go together. 


The committee 
proved 
more 
agreeable about the cut than the 
reforms. Yet, for most of 1963, 
this had been Kennedy’s biggest 
program. 


The spotlight was captured by 
the civil rights bill he offered 
later, although even he hadn't an­ 
ticipated the need for it earlier in 
the year. 


Committee approval of the tax- 
cut bill, however, was just a first 
step. 
Now it goes to the rules com­ 
mittee before reaching the full 
House for a vote. This takes time 
Perhaps the House will get around 
to voting rn September. 
Once through the House—if it 
gets through the House—the bill 
moves over to the Senate for the 
full treatment. 
That means weeks of hearings 
in the Senate itself for a vote. 
But Republican Senate 
leader 
Flxerett M. Dirksen of Illinois, a 
member of the finance commit­ 
tee. has doubts Congress will cut 
taxes this year. 
“ It is not unwarranted,” he 
said, “to think this matter might 
go oxer until next year.” He 
thought action might be blocked 
by a civil rights filibuster—a view 
also expressed by Sen. Harry F. 
Byrd, D-Va., finance committee 
chairman 
They weren't alone 
a Dem­ 
ocratic member of the same com­ 
mittee, Sen. Albert Gore of Ten- 
nessee, said he doubts the Senate 
will act on it in 1963. 
If this wasn't gloomy oiuugh fur 


taxpayers hoping for more take- 
home pay. starting Jan I, another 
top Rejxiblican sprayed ice water. 
This was Charles Halleck of In­ 
diana, the Republican leader in 
the House He sounded gloomier 
than Dirksen 


While Dirksen thought the House 
might pass the bill, even if the 
Senate didn't. Halleck thought the 
House might not pass it in the 
first place if it thought the Senate 
wouldn't. 
From a politician's standpoint, 
1964 would be a 
much better 
year for a tax cut—it’s an elec­ 
tion year—particularly if Congress 
granted the cut just before it ad­ 
journed in 1964 to start 
cam ­ 
paigning 
It would be fresher in voters’ 
memories. 
So, if not this year, then m aybe 
next year, although Kennedy in 
sisted months ago that a tax cut 
would slimulate the economy 
“The purpose of cutting taxes.” 
he said. “is not to create a deli 
cit but to increase investment, em 
ployment. and the prospects for 
a balanced budget.” 
It is no wonder this Congress 
has been (ailed the tardiest in 
years 
Former 
President 
Harry

Tillman, in the 1918 presidential 
campaign, called the Republican 
run Congress of that year the 
“do nothing" Congress.
